CHERRIES RIPE. 


FIRST CASE OF SEASON SHIPPED 
YESTERDAY. 


Orown Two Miles Bast of Benton Har- 
bor—Are of Mark Owen 


Variety. 


To E. S. Levy, a fruit grower resid- 
ing two miles east of Benton Harbor, 
belongs the honor of shipping the first 
case of cherries this season from this 
port. Mr. Levy sent the cherries, oce 
case of a sweet variety, to Mark Owen 
of Chicago on Sunday's boat. 


The berry shipment last evening 
broke all this year's records. 
Over 
12,000 cases were sent from both cities, 
Chicago leading with SOOO cases, Mil- 
waukee next with 3000 cases and Grand 
R M d s with 2000. 


The crop .of berries is larger than 
was expected. One grower declares 
this Is the first year there has been 
money in growing berries. 
The in- 
creased Bhipmenis to Milwaukee and 
Grand Rapids have a tendency to lessen 
the pressure on the Chicago market 
and to thus secure better prices.

But in my fright I felt perfectly sure that 
he was still waiting by the roadside to jump 
on us as we pasMd, and I was on the side 
nearest him. 


“ ‘Oh, Grace!’ I shrieked, and clung to her, 
'He’ll get me first,’ and I almost crowded 
her off the scat trying to get as far away 
from the bear as I could. 


“The horse was running away, but for 
that we felt rather thatkful, for we were 
thinking of nothing but to put distance be­ 
tween us and the bear. Grace, letting her­ 
self get scared, now that the worst d ^ g er 
was passed, kept whipping the horse, and 
the wagon wheels seemed to touch 
the 
ground only at intervals all the rest of the 
way through the woods. Luckily the road 
was smooth, so we didn’t break down or tip 
over, and there was a long hill where it 
came out of the woods, which gave us a 
chance to slow’ down without accident. Near 
the top of the hill was a farmhouse, and four 
or fire men were in the yard sawing wood 
with a pair of horses in a treadmill. We 
stopped in the road opposite them.

What the 144 Schools of the 
I 
^ 
County Offer. 


Smallest School at Dutch Corners. 


Largest in Lincoln. 
© 


The hififh schoola all overUheaoounty 
tiftve graduated classes of young men 
«nd women, who now are on the search 
for congenial labor. Many have de> 
<$ided to apply for positions as teachers 
in the county schools and are again 
deep in their books preparing for the 
teachers’ examination to be held in St. 
Joseph June 21. If they are successful 
in this, second and third grade certlfi* 
>«ateB will be awarded them and they 
will be qualified to teach. 


In Berrien county at present there 
Are only 244 who hold certiflcate. and 
lully 100 of these took the examinations 
ior practice only and do not intend 
teaching. Only 52 per cent of those 
taking the last series of examinations 
io r certificates passed and the majori* 
tiea of the successful ones were grad- 
<iatei of the small country schools. The 
larger high schools do not, it is found, 
prepare their students as thoroughly 
in tne common branches as do tneir 
.smaller brothers. 
Some schools, as 
New Troy and Watervliet, make it 
necessary for their students to secure a 
third grade certificate before grad­ 
uating. 
Armed with his certificate the 
•aspirant for educational honors will 
next visit Commissioner Jennings In 
his ofilce in the court house at St. Jo­ 
seph. 
Here the commissioner will 
show him a large record book, contain­ 
ing the names and locations of Berrien 
county’s 144 schools and the names, 
ages, dispositions and standings of the 
various scholars. The commissioner 
has prepared this record at great labor 
and it will be an excellent guide to the 
would-be teacher. 


There are 190 instructors employed 
in the county with an average monthly 
«alary of $30. The smallest paying 
school and the one 
with 
smallest 


attendance Is that at Dutch Corners, 
between Niles and Buchanan. There 
are six pupils enrolled, but the average 
attendance rarely exceeds one and 
sometimes not so many even. Com­ 
missioner Jennings declares this to be 
the only perfect school in the county. 
There is no playing or whispering 
among the students. The school pays a 
moithly salary of 919. 


in contract is the North Lincoln 
school, with an enrollment of 80 and a 
salary of 937.50, which Is the largest 
amount received by any teacher in the 
country schools. 


When the embryo educator 
has 
selected the school over which he fond­ 
ly hopes to preside he enters his appli­ 
cation with Commissioner Jennings 
and if he be a promising youth and 
there are not any ahead of him he will 
receive the plum. 


The teacher will find good country 
board and lodging for 98 to 912 a 
month. Frequent country gatherings 
In the winter with plenty of apples and 
pies and cider, it may be, interspersed 
with skating and hunting parties, fur­ 
nish the teacher outside pleasures and 
relieve the monotony of the life. 


Many men who have afterward won 
fame and success began their careers 
as teachers In the country schools of 
Berrien county. 


J. E. Hammond, now state superin­ 
tendent of schools, once taught a Ber 
rien county district school. He was 
paid 918 a month and he earned it. 


C. D. Jennings, the present county 
commissioner of schools, when a 19- 
year-old lad, taught the 
Pipestone 
school and taught it so well that the 
following year he was promoted to 
larger school. Each 
aistrlct school 
was a stepping stone to his present 
position. 


Superintendent E. P. Clark of St. 
Joseph is another example of a success­ 
ful man whose first job was the govern­ 
ment of a band of rural lads and lasses.

Reason William Coon is Fighting 
Barber Law. 


William Coon, the poet-barber, who 
defied President Van Horn of the bar­ 
ber’s board to arrest him, was tried 
before Justice 
Graves 
Monday for 
barberlng without a license. He was 
found guilty and fined 910 and costs, 
which he refused to pay. 


Coon appealed the case to the circuit 
«ourt with Monroe H. Morrow as 
bondsman in the sum of 9100. 


Coon believes he is fighting for a 
Ifreat cause. He declares the same 
apirit actuates him now as did when he 
broke up the kangaroo court in the 
county jail some years 
ago. The 
prisoners had an organization which 
they called the “kangaroo court.” 
They elected officers, and whenever a 
new prisoner was let in they tried him 
in their court. The sentences ranged 
from a fine of 91 to a flogging. 


When Coon was shoved in jail, an 
election of court officers was on. He 
had a little money with him and the 
prisoners were out of tobacco. They 
offered him the position of judge, the 
very highest office in the court, for a 
dollar’s worth of tbe weed. 
Coon 
didn’t thinic the institution was right. 
He refused to consider the proposition. 
A t the next term of the kangaroo he 
WAS tried for treason to the existing 
frovernment. The court sentenced him 
to a flogging. 


Then Coon started a rebellion and 
after a series of pitched battles success 
smiled on him and the kangaroo court 
was a thing of the past. Coon lias im­ 
mortalized the rebellion in a poem. 


While waiting the outcome of bis 
case in the circuit court Coon will con­ 
tinue to operate his shop.

Morton Hill Sewer to 


Be Built, 


WILL EMPTY INTO PAW PAW. 


L. D. Jonas Appointed Dos W arden 
-T h re e-l Road Will Be Con­ 
sidered Next Week. 


At last the prayer of the residents of 
the east side of the city will be 
answered. At the meeting of the city 
council held last evening, Victor M. 
Gore of the board of public works was 
present to present the plans and pro 
lies of the east side trunk sewer which 
had been prepared by the city engineer 
and approved by the board of public 
works. 


The new sewer will have Its outlet in 
the Paw Paw river and it will be 
necessary to secure the right-of-way 
across the private lands of J. Stanley 
Morton, James E. Stevens and James 
Miller. This route will save the city 
about 91,700, although the right-of-way 
will cost 9600. The cost of building 
the sewer to the river around through 
the streets would cost 92,300. 
Resolutions were adopted authorlz 
ng the mayor and clerk to sign the 
contracts with the people whose land 
the sewer would cross and It was also 
decided to set apart June 25 as the day 
the council and board of public works 
would convene to hear objections to the 
proposed improvement. 


Resolutions were passed favoring tbe 
opening of the Paw Paw river to navi 
gation and the mayor was authorized 
to be present at the hearing which will 
be held In Grand Rapids, June 9. 


One ef the four remaining bridge 
bonds of 9500, with interest of 9120 was 
authorized paid.

Washington, June 5.~Congress is in 
the last gasps of the long session, and 
its expiraCTon apparently is to be quite 
perfunctory. 
Unless something ex­ 
traordinary occurs no further general 
legislation of national importance will 
be enacted before final adjournment. 
The senate was in session more than 
ten hours Monday, nearly four hours 
of which were spent in executive ses­ 
sion. 


After many efforts had been made 
by senators to obtain consideration 
for various bills, all of which were 
blocked by objection, Senator Teller 
(Col.) addressed the senate on the 
Philippine question. 


Turns Back on Party. 


In conclusion Senator Teller said 
that he would not support the republic­ 
an party in the approaching campaign. 


"I did not support its financial policy, 
and I do not suppport the Philippine 
policy as foreshadowed in the pending 
measure (the Spooner bill). 
And I do 
not want to give up the islands, either. 
They should be a source of great ad 
vantage to us. 
They stand in great 
pathway of the commerce of the world, 
and they can be of immense value to this 
country." 


At the conclusion of Senator Teller’s 
speech Senator Wolcott (Col.), chair­ 
man of the committee on post offices 
and post roads, moved to recommit to 
the committee a bill for the classifica­ 
tion of clerks in first and second class 
post offices. 


The bill w'as recommitted and the 
senate then went into executive ses­ 
sion. 


At night a picturesque session w’as 
held—a sort of social session—at which 
many of the senators appeared in full 
dress, and the galleries w^ere thronged 
by a gayly-attired crowd of spectators. 
Senator Pettigrew replied at length to 
the speech of Senator Spooner (Wis.) 
on the Philippines, but did wot conclude 
his remarks. 
The remainder of the 
session was consumed in the consider­ 
ation of conference reports and in pass­ 
ing minor measures on the calendar. 


Senate’« Executive Sc»«lon. 
Washington, June 5.—The senate was 
In executive session lor three hours 
Monday, dividing its time between an 
extradition treaty which has been ne­ 
gotiated recently with the republic of 
Switzerland and; the nomination of Hon. 
W. D. Bynum t® be general appraiser 
of merchandise at New York. 
The 
treaty w’as ratified without division 
after some slight verbal amemiments. 
It la the regulatlx)n agreement on the 
subject of extradition oi criminals, and 
is & mere modification a t the old treaty 
witlk Switzerlanal. 
According to the 
former agreement 
Switzerland w-as 
pledged to the lurrenier of lier own 
citiaens upon demand of the United 
States, but a law having beea enacted 
rec«ntly by the legislative assembly of 
that country making: it unUkwful to 
make such surrender, a new treaty 
beeame necessary ta conform to the 
new conditions, and accordingly the 
treaty ratified Monday was negotiated. 


When the treaty was disposed of the 
Bynum nomination was taken up and 
Its consideration pressed b j senators 
who opposed confirmation, ©n the the­ 
ory' that if a vote could be secured 
confirmation would be defeated. Sen­ 
ator Fairbanks, as Mr. Bynum’s friend 
and chief supporter, opposed considera­ 
tion, and, failing in his purpose, moved 
to recommit the nomination to the 
committee on finance. This motion was 
lost by a vote of 32 to 34. Senator Fair­ 
banks then at four o*eIock took the 
floor and spoke for the remaining two 
hours of the executive session. The 
closed session was brought to an end 
a few minutes before six o’clock by an 
order for a recess at that hour and 
action upon the nomination was pre­ 
vented. 


Hoaae. 


Washington, June 5. — The house 
Monday agreed to the senate amend­ 
ment to the sundry civil bill appropri 
ating $5,000,000 for the Louisiana pur­ 
chase exposition at St. Louis. There 
w^as not a word of debate on concur 
rence in the amendtoent. It w'as after 
six o’clock when the matter came up 
and owing to the lateness of the hour 
and the overwhelming majority in its 
favor the opponents of the fair appro­ 
priation did not even make a show of 
opposition. They contented themselves 
with demanding a roll call which re­ 
sulted 127 ayes to 75 nays in favor of 
the appropriation. 
The house also 
agreed to the senate item for the Mis­ 
sissippi river with an amendment re­ 
ducing the appropriation to $2,250,000 
and adding a provision for the prepara­ 
tion of a comprehensive report on the 
levee system by the Mississippi river 
commission. 
With these exceptions 
the items of the sundtry civil bill still in 
dispute after the adoption of the par­ 
tial conference report were sent back 
to conference. The disputed items of 
the District of Columbia appropria­ 
tion bill were agreed to and the bill 
went to the president, leaving only 
four appropriation bills sitill in dispute 
between the two house». Mr. Tawuey

Meade were the cause of the quar­ 
antine, and Gen. Otis and all on board 
had to submit to vaccination. 
Gen. 
Otis was brought over from Angel is­ 
land on a special steamer furnished 
by Gen. Shafter, who went to meet 
the returning general, 
accompanied 
by Surgeon Maj. Arthur and 
Capt. 
Wilson. The party was driven to the 
Occidental hotel, 
w’here 
Gen. 
Otis 
spent the afternoon receiving callers 
and preparing for his departure east. 
It had been decided to receive Gen. 
Otis here with full military honors, 
but for some reason this ceremony 
W’as omitted. 


Asked what would be the effect of 
the war if the report of Aguinaldo’s 
death w'ere truth, Gen. Otis said that 
the war was practically ended, that 
Agninaldo’s followers were deserting 
him fast, and those who now remain 
with him are generally of the lower 
class.

Havingjao detailed iaformation 
on: the subject, the secretar^fcabled the 
inquiry to Genv Mac Arthur,, command­ 
ing^ at Manila„and received the follow­ 
ing response, which was submitted to 
congress:

“Jim'* liktd to téU that; stow; H# l«d 
told it not lets tháá á dosen itines to my 
certain knowledge and to the same audi­ 
ence within the past six months. I knew 
this, for I hád been one of the audience. But 
among all the loafers at the store not one 
ever reaenied the repeütipn of the tale be­ 
cause they \ saw in it an added luster to the 
glory of the town. It was not every town in 
Iowa tliat could boast of having entertained 
A big-bug Englishinan of th^ sort that this 
one was, a mln who had made a world-wide 
reputation. He hss not told that story since 
t ^ t same big-bug Engliehman has dropped 
from his pedestal, and I doubt very much if 
we ever hear it again, for I am afraid the 
audience that has listened to its recital so 
patiently in the past would resent it now as 
a diaparagement to the quality of the town’s 
visitors. 


"He was a big-bug Englishman/' he said. 
**Some kind of a sir. 
He didn't care no 
more for money than he did for dirt. 
He 
used to come to Humboldt most every fall 
and hunt chickens and ducks, and I used to 
drive him and his crew out over the north­ 
west i>art of the state for about a week or 
•0 and back some new way to ITiimboldt, 
When was it? Well, I guess the last timo 
he WRS here muet have been about '75 oi '76 
It was some years before the railroads, any­ 
way, except the one that had got to Al* 
gona. 


**We didn’t need railroads iu them days, 
and if we had ’em I don’t suppose this here 
Englishman would ever have come near us. 
It was just the great wnde prairies from 
which nothing had ever scared the wild 
fowls that brought him here, and he didn’t 
need the railroads any more than we did. 
It was ducks and chickens and them things 
that he was after, and not a ride on the 
railroad." 


“He wasn’t one of your stuck-up English­ 
men that can’t find nothing good enough 
for him—and eating and sleeping in coun­ 
try shanties wss pretty tough them days. 
There waen’t a house from about seven miles 
above 
Algona to 
the Minnesota line 
except the sod tavern, as they called it, 
and even that wasn’t no ixalace. 
Their 
house well waa right in the barnyard. 
But 
Buller (that waa the Englishman’s name), 
he wouldn’t allow nobody to kick or make 
fun of the places whore we put up. 


“He had an awful easy way with him 
that made the women folks get over their 
first scare right off. The last time he was 
here we were up in Kossuth county, and 
we thought we could make the sod tavern 
for all night. 
We got there at milking 
time, and I went to the barnyard, w'here 
the man and his wife were milking. 
Says 
I: 
‘Can we stay here to-night?’ 'Wal, I 
guess so,' says h^. Then he hollered to his 
woman, and she gave him such a dressing 
down as I don’t care to tell in the way 
she done‘it. She said there wa'n’t no flour 
in the house, nor no meat, nor no tea, nor 
no coffee, nor no sugar, nor no nothing, and 
then for him to say we could stay. 


“Well, just as soon as I got fny breath I 
went back to the wagon and showed Buller 
a house oil west, about five miles, I guess, 
and we drove over there pretty fast. When 
we got to the door three pigs 
run out, 
and pretty soon a woman came from the 
back room, and my, but she was dirty. She 
had been chinking up the cracks Arith mud, 
and the house just did Look dreadful. 


“Buller says; 
*Can we stay here all 
right?” 


“ ‘Wall,’ ihe says, ‘I guess you'll have to, 
for ther ain’t no other place, but we hain’t 
got nothing to eat but butter and some 
biscuit I can make, and we ain't got but 
these two rooms and this one bed.’ 


“So BuUer, he began right off to clean 
out the kitchen and ho built a fire, and 
the woman tidied herself up as well as she 
could, and made a big batch of biscuit and 
showed Buller how to twist hay and stuff 
the stove while she slipped out to milk the 
cow. Her husband wasn’t at home. 


**Pretty »oon she came running in» and 
says she: *I guess you burned the biscuit by 
the smell outdoors.* And, sure enough, they 
was as black as coal. 


** *Well,' says he, ‘you have got more 
flour. Make some more, and I M’on’t burn 
them. But, hold on,’ he says, let me count 
them biscuits before you fling them away. 
All right.' And she threw them out.

It makes the sap run out of ray 
mouth now to think of it. Well, the next 
pan came out all right, and the next one, 
apd the woman cooked a duck and a couple 
of chickens that we brought, and we just 
eat awful, and that woman seemed just as 
happy as if we wsi all her own blood and 
kin. 


"W hen )>e4time came we carried in a lot 
of hay and spread it on the floor, and with 
our blankets and big supper and being tired 
we slept first rate. We had took our boots 
off. We never slept in our boots—-it sweat 
our feet too much. 


“The next morning when w’e came to set­ 
tle up Buller asked how much the bill waa. 
She said: 
‘Well, I dunno. It seems as if I 
ought to have something, but you put in 
the chickens nnd the duck, and all these 
other chickens you are leaving me, and you 
hain't made no bother, and have told me so 
many things that’s n-goin' on in the world.' 
But after some urging she said mebbe two 
shillin’ apiece would be about right, and 
throw in the horses. 


“Well, sir, you ought to have seen that 
Englishman stare. He turned red in the 
face and spoke up kind of sharp like, and 
says: ‘Woman, be you crazy? Two shillin’ 
tpiece—chickens—ducks—throw 
in 
the 
horses,' and he pulled out his wallet. 
‘Ilcre,’ says he, ‘here's six dollars; that's 
for the men; and here is another for the 
team, and here is .50 cents for the biscuit 1 
burned, and don't you never keep a hunter 
fur les« than a dollar, for if he ain’t rich he's 
throwin’ away money, and you might as 
well have some of it as anybody.’ 


“Well, sir, that poor woman shook just 
like as if she had a spell. 
She said she 
hadn't seen so much real money all sum­ 
mer, and she hadn’t seen a silver half-dcllar 
since the first year of the war. IVfy stars, 
but we thought a lot of that feller. 


“I hadn’t never heard him swear till that 
day. But when we left that cabin for a long 
time he didn’t seem to hear or sec anything, 
but kept looking off straight ahead like, 
when all of a sudden he broke out-: ‘It isn’t 
right—it’s a blarsted crime—that gives one 
so much and another so little.' And from 
’ tlmt he went on for half an hour, I guess, 
running from Bible talk to cuss words, and 
talking about the poor and the rich in - 
way I can't tell; but it waa so touching and 
so kind that I likfd it all; even the c u m 
woi*di seemed all right to me then, though I 
never iwear.

opened a throttle objects to runnin' up 
•«fiinftt. Now toks myself, for instsnce, snd 
I don’t mind sayin* that washouts, hind* 
end or front-end collisions, plain ditdiin’s 
aud such Hke l^ave no terrors for me. Them ' 
are perils which are appreciated. They come 
BO regular that we get sort o’ used to them. 
Not that I would have you to^ understand 
that I* have had very many of them kind of 
experiences myself, for I ain’t, but I've seen 
’em, and heaid teU of *em until I class ’em 
ss appreciated perils. 


“Now if you go sailin' round a bend in the 
track and see a bridge that'« always been 
standard gauge clean gone entirely you know 
what to do. That bridge being gone from its 
accustomed place means that you’re »to re­ 
verse the old girl and jump, and the quicker 
yoti do 
the more phancf you haye of get- 
tin’ another chance to pull a throttle. 


“Then, ag’in, if you’re goin’ into a sta- 
tton and see some dodgasted fool has left 
a train on the track you're supposed to be 
runnin' on it's best to git off if you can't 
stop before you get to the other train. It 
don't pay to see how close you can come to 
makin' connections, 'cause you might come 
cloaei’ than you figured on doin.' 


“Then, ag'in, if you break in two on a 
down grade you can calculate that about the 
best way out of the difficulty is to call for 
brakes, and then pull her "wide open and git 
out o' the way as fast aa steam will take you, 
else the reeult might prove disastrous. 
All 
them class of perils is appreciated and bein’ 
appreciated ain't much feared by railroad­ 
ers. 


“But there w perils in railroadin' which 
ain't appreciated, and for "which they ain’t 
no set rules to govern. When you run into 
one o’* them it makes you guess,, and guess 
quick and guesa r i ^ t if you ever want a 
chance to guess again, 'cause it ain’t often 
that you get a chance to guess twice on a 
peril that you don’t appreciate. 


“The worst peril I ev«r struck of this 
kind was a regular old howlin’ twister, and 
if Schenck, the conductor, will give me time 
before swinging that lantern o’ his to go 
aJiead I w'ill tell you about it. This twister 
tliat I spoke of I met with, or it met with 
me, whichever way you want to put it, out 
on the Iowa division of the Nortkweirtem 
'bout 20 years ago as near as I remember 
now, and I tell you now it came near end­ 
in' my railroadin' days then and there. No-t 
that it hurt me, 'cause it didn't, but it 
mighty near scared all the railroadin' out o' 
me. If it hadn't been for my brother I guess 
it would. 


I was firin' then for my brother, and to­ 
gether vre was pullin' freight out o' Clinton 
w ^ t and bringih’ back stock, mostly. 
I 
never see a te s te r until I see this one, and 
didn’t fully appreciate W’hat they could do. 
Still I had some idea, as there had been two 
or three 'round that part o' the country that 
summer, and one,of them had cleaned up a 
town along the line. 
When I saw what 
wasn’t left of that to^vn I got some idea of 
what the possibilities of twisters was in gen­ 
eral, and concluded I didn't care 'bout meet- 
in’ any of them outside a cellar. 


“We w’ere 'bout 75 or 100 miles west of 
Clinton, runnin’ 'long as nice a piece of 
straight prairie track as the road owned, 
and I was down on the floor shovelln' in the 
coal. 
W hile I was there Jack turns and 
yells down at me:

Better shake her up a little, sonny; 
we're goin' to need steam.' 


1 did what he told me, and then climbed 
back onto my seat. But no ^ o n e r had ] 
looked out ahead of us than I pretty nearly 
fell off ag'in. 'There right ahead of us wai 
a regular old howlin' tw-iater oomin' right at 
us. The wind had been howlin' bad enough 
before, but I never expected to nicet any 
such thing as that waa. I climbed down ofl 
that seat quicker'n scat and made for the 
engine step to jump off, but I wasn't quick 
enough for Jack, for he grabbed me and 
yanked me back ag'in. 


“ ‘AVhat yer goin' to do?' says Jack to me.
